shack 
in 
First 
street on the alley between Main and 
Morgan streets. 
In performing his 
regu lar du ties as fire chief, Mr. E as­ 
ley has taken an inv entory 
of 
the 
equ ipment of the fire department and 
will report to 
the city cou ncil, 
lie 
will make a nu mber of recommenda­ 
tions looking to the betterment of 
the department.

Helm two and Mrs. T.

Geraghtv 
one in the Commercial block. 
In the 
notices prepared by ihc fire marshal 
for bu ilding be renov ated so as to 
remov e as m any dangers of fire as 
possible. 
It is pointed that 
there 
are a nu mber of waste 
receptacles 
and other things where fire might eas­ 
ily originate. 


The notices giv en the owners pro­ 
v ide tliu t the order shall be complied 
with in fiv e day s. 
The same nu m­ 
ber of day s of grace are also giv en 
\\ illiam Frame to remov e the old fire 
trip» in First street. 


The state fire m arshal law prov ides 
that if property owners do not act on 
the orders of the state fire 
marshal 
within thirty day s, or 
any 
specific 
nu mber of day s set ou t in the order, 
the owner is liable to a fine of not 
less than ten dollars or more than 
fifty dollars for each day after the 
time limit has ex pired u ntil the im­ 
prov ement is made. 
Fire Chief Easley say s that it is 
imperativ e that he serv e the notices 
becau se failu re to do so wou ld make 
him liable to a fine. 
The same du ty 
dev eloped on the township 
tru stees 
who arc assistant fire m arshals u n­ 
der the law in their respectiv e town­ 
ships ju st as the fire chiefs are. They 
are su bject to a fine if they do not 
report ev ery fire in their bailiwick. 
Fire Chief Easley say s that if peo­ 
ple will pay more attention 
to 
fire 
hazzards and keep them 
down 
as 
mu ch as they possibly can, there is 
alway s a chance for the insu rance 
rates to be lowered. 
Whenev er the 
u nderwriters are certain, he declares, 
that the people are doing 
the 
best 
they can and the fire company is able 
to cope with any 
fire 
that 
might 
break ou t, they will redu ce the rates. 
The fire chief say s that he fou nd 
mu ch worthless stork 
on 
hands at 
the fire headqu arters and that lie will 
recommend to the city cou ncil that 
he be allowed to hold a pu blic sale 
and dispose of u seless material. 
He will recommend 
fu rther that 
the small fire engine, whirh is ou t of 
repair, be mov ed to the shed east of 
the fire headqu arters and that the old 
hose wagon be fix ed u p for an emer­ 
gency wagon and placed 
where 
the 
small engine now sits. 
He will also 
adv ise that the east room 
be 
u sed 
for hose dry ing. 
Chief Easley say s that the 
small 
engine might as w’ell be sold, bu t he 
Co ntinued o n Pa g e 8.

“ Christ alone can sav e.

ex perience of man. Therefore, since 
ou r brothers are withou t hope with­ 
ou t Christ, we mu st be abou t ou r 
father’s bu siness. 
If there is an in­ 
div idu al here 
in Ru shv ille 
who

groping abou t in darkness, shall we 
not realize that w’e shall go ou t and 
lead him forth.”

as most important perfect drainage. 
This removes surplus water and al­ 
lows a deeper penetration of tiie air, 
which acts as a sort of ventilating 
system to the soil. 
He pointed out 
that water and air can not occupy 
the same space, and when the water 
is removed, the air enters 
the 
soil, 
producing a medium for the growth 
of bacteria which are so important 
in making plant 
food 
in 
the 
soil 
available. 
“Plow deeply,” he 
exhorted, “at 
least to a depth of ejiglit inches. This 
lowers the seed bed 
and 
gives the 
root systems a great 
range 
and a 
larger supply of food. 
Don’t 
plow 
when the ground is wet, plowing is 
supposed to break up the soil, but 
plowing heavy loam or clay when it 
is met tends to produce the very op­ 
posite effect. 
The soil 
is 
huddled 
and the plant food is rendered un­ 
available. 


“Plow under much 
legumes 
and 
manure. 
This furnishes the humus 
to the soil. 
It also supplies the soil 
with the beneficial bacteria, airs the 
soil, makes it more friable and puts 
it in better condition generally for 
cultivation. 
Lime the soil if testing 
with litmus paper shows acidity* Red 
clover will not produce a rank growth] 
on an acid soil. 
Use fertilizer rich j 
in phosphorus as the soil is liable to 
be rich enough in potash and the ni- 
trigen content may bo increased by 
legumes.”

Alsberg Urges Need of Bel! 
Food Lav/s.

Washington, Jan. 8.—A widespread 
crusade against “cheats and cheapon- 
ers of food products” was begun here 
with an address by Dr. Carl Alsberg, 
chief of the bureau of chemisriy, de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, before the 
woman’s departm ent of the National 
Civic federation. 
Dr. Alsberg emphasized the impera* 
tive need of strengthening and extend­ 
ing the scope of the pure food and 
drug act. and urged the women to co­ 
operate with the government officers 
in an effort to obtain additional legis­ 
lation, supplementing the present law*. 
Pointing out inadequacies of the ex­ 
isting law, Dr. Alsberg said legislation 
was needed to permit federal inspec­ 
tions of all factories where foods and 
drinks are manufactured. Such a law, 
he 
declared, 
would 
within 
several 
years do away with epidemics of ty­ 
phoid and sim ilar dangerous diseases.

M eantime, ev ery ho ur that elapses 
is giv ing the federals further tim e to 
make their po sitio n mo re im pregnable 
to the assaults o f the rebel army , and 
federal o fficers appear to be v ery litt’e 
n fear o f the renewed attack by the 
rebels. General Francisco Castro , who 
with General Mercado is jo intly in 
co mmand o f the federals. declared: 
"Let Villa co m e o n with all his fo rces; 
w e’re ready fo r him .” 
W hen V illa reached the rebel camp 
near Ojinaga, acco rding to the rebels, 
he im m ediately began plans fo r u re­ 
newed attack upo n the federal stro ng­ 
ho ld.

At that po int the rebels sent 
six ty -sev en wo unded acro ss the Rio 
Grande to be treated.

army 3urgeo n. 
The rebel army combined is said to 
be in su ch nu mbers as to p romise a 
formidable front to the last v estige of 
Hu erta’s northern military gov ern­ 
ment, which, after its retreat from 
Chihu ahu a, is making a stand on the 
bou ndary .

and the rest rebels, were killed in a. 
recent battle between the Hucrta and 
Constitutionalist forces eight miles 
northwest of Torreon, according to ad- 
viced reaching General Benavides at 
Juarez. 


Two thousand federals, who had sal- 


lied out of Torreon, evidently to make 
a flank movement around the rebel 
forces besieging the city, were driven 
back into Torreon. 


Of the eighty-seven federals killed, 


six were officers. 
The rebel loss is 


estimated at forty-three dead and sixty 
wounded. The federal wounded, it ra 
reported, will number close to 150. 
Twenty-eight prisoners were captured 
and executed by the rebels, according 
to the reports 
received by General 


Benavides. 


The heaviest fighting occurred m 


the open country that lies between 
Aviles and Salamanca, a suburb of 
Torreon. 
The defeat of the federals, 


rebels say, demoralized the feaera* 
army of 4,000 men in Torreon and 
evacuation of the city is expected. 


Constitutionalist forces 
under Col- 


onel Eulallo Guiterrez and General 
Jose Robles have recaptured the im- 
portant towns of Parras, Cepeda and 
San Pedro, Coahuiia, from 
federal 


forces, after three days fighting, ac- 
cording to orllcial advices also receiver 
by General Benavides. No details of 
the losses on either side or the num- 
bo" of men involved in the fighting, 
have been received in Juarz. Posses- 
sion oi lh,i two points give the rebels 
a big advantage over the federal army 
in Ycrrou. which id more thoroughly 
than ever now cut off from communi- 
cation with Saltillo and Fonterey, from 
w':L.'.i points it had expected to draw 
t3 r.iililary and food supplies.

STRENGTHENING 
POSITION 


Villa Preparing For Final Assault on 


Beleagurcd Town. 


Presidio, Tex., Jan. S. — If Pancho 


Villa has arrived in the rebel camp to 
assume command of the Constitution- 
alist forces surrounding Ojinaga. he 
las made no effort to resume the bat- 
tle, and is awaiting the rest of his re- 
inforcements 


Meantime, every hour that elapses 


is giving the federals further time to 
make their position more impregnable 
'.o the assaults of the rebel army, and 
federal officers appear to be very litt'c 
In fear of the renewed attack by the 
rebels. General Francisco Castro, who 
with General Mercado is jointly in 
command of the federals, declared: 
"Let Villa come on with all his forces; 
we're ready for him." 


When Villa reached the rebel camp 


near Ojinaga, according to the rebels, 
he immediately began plans for ;i re- 
newed attack upon the federal strong- 
hold. Not all, if any, of the reinforce- 
ments from Chihuahua arrived with 
him, as he came in an automobile. 


In the face of the rebel preparations 


to renew the attack and federal prep- 
arations to repulse it, Ojinaga has be- 
gun to assume normal conditions. 
Numbers of stores have reopened and 
refugees who sought shelter in Pre- 
sidio are rapidly returning. 


The federal troops are still burning 


the bodies of dead rebels who wore 
killed in the charge which cost them 
so many lives. There is every indica- 
tion that the rebels charged in their 
last assault to~Tvithin 200 yards of tHe 
federal trenched, but were literally 
mowed down by a withering rifle fire 
from the fe-lerals. 


Federal scouts report that the rebels 


are at San Juan, twelve miles south of 
Ojinaga. At that point the rebels sent 
sixty-seven wounded across the Ric 
Grande to be treated. 
They were 


placed in a schoplhouse there and are 
being cared for by a United States 
army surgeon. 


The rebel army combined is said to 


be in such numbers as to promise a 
formidable front to the last vestige of 
Huerta's northern military 
govern- 


ment, which, after its retreat from 
Chihuahua, is making a stand on the 
boundary.
